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DETAILED ACTION 

The present is a re-mailing of a previous action sent 15 June 2007. The 
previous mailing was marked final and given a three-month response period in 
error. The finality of the previous office action is hereby withdrawn, and the one 
month time period is set to respond to the election of species requirement. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species: a biomolecule selected from a nucleic acid, polypeptide, peptide, 
ligand, chemical compound, receptor, ligand, antibody, cell, growth factor, growth 
inhibitor, enzyme or enzymatic substrate. The species are independent or 
distinct because the species have a materially different design, mode of 
operation, function, and effect. See MPEP § 806.05(j). Furthermore, the 
inventions as claimed do not encompass overlapping subject matter and there is 
nothing of record to show them to be obvious variants. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed 
species for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no 
generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an

identification of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a 
listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. 
An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered 
nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election. 
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Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to 
consideration of claims to additional species which depend from or otherwise 
require all the limitations of an allowable generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 
1.141. If claims are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are 
readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

A telephone call was made to Frank Eisenschenk on 8 May 2007 to 
request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in 
an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without 
traverse. To reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If 
the reply does not distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election shall be treated as an election without 
traverse.
